“The State Treasurer shall securely 
k-ep in the safe and vault provided 
for him for that purpose in his office 
at the seat of government, all the pub- 
lic moneys, bonds, and securities of 
the State, appertaining to his office, 
and shall not deposit -any part 
or portion of the sume within any in- 
dividual coparjoership or corporation, 
nor shall he use said money, or any 
part thereof, or allow any one else to 
do 80, except in the payment of bonds 
etc or warronts properly drawn upon 
him by the Controller.” 


Mr. Crockett could not legally re- 
ceive notes or drafts in payment for 
State dues, If he did do so he should 
have collected the coin on them before 
issuing his receipt, and not allowed 
the State to run any risk.

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’ THE LAW OF LIBEL, 


An English juige recently decided 
a libel suit against a newspxper in 
favor of the defendant, the journal 
proving that the libelous statements 
were published with a good motive, 
although unable to prove them true, 
In reference to this decision the 
Mail recently —_sihad 
a sensible article,which is here repub- 
lished: “The essence of any crime 
lies in the intention, If an editor 
thinks he is serving the public fuith- 
fully when be prints what afterwards 
he cannot substantiate, it hardly looks 
fuir to punish nim, The fear of pun- 
ishment under these circumstances 
might also prevent many expesures 
from getting into the paper's, and thus 
encourage swindling and frauds of ajl 
kinds, There isa great deal of talk 
sometimes xbout the injury . newspa- 
pers do to private character, and the 
danger of allowing them tv publish 
anything they think the public like 
to read. But this talk too often pro- 
ceeds from people who have vulnera- 
ble-points themselves, and are afraid 
they may fall victims. Certainly 
no honest man fears exposure. We 
admit that wrung is sometimes dove 
to nocent people in a crusade agains? 
those supposed.to be guilty,.but the 
invocent have ghe satisfaction of a re- 
traction, which-every fair pewspaper 
will cheeifu'ly accord to them, The 
good that is done to society, however, 
far exceeds the »ccasional wrung that 
is dune to individuals. A_ fearless, 
outspoken and aggressive press is a 
valuable corrective iu public affairs. 
Conservative journalism is worse thao 
no journalism at all, Any town 
is better off with no paper than with 
one which is constantly endeavorlng 
to concen! from the public that which 
the public pay 1t to expose. No de- 
ception is worse than that of agreeing 
to furnish the news completely and 
impartially, and then distorting it or 
presenting only that which it is 
thought will hurt no one’s feelings. 
It is downright dishonesty. The ed- 
itor who will conceal a wrong because 
the parties concerned are personal 
friends or business patrcns of his, 
would endeavor to hoodwink the pub- 
lic in any station he might occupy. 

The constant policy ef such a jour- 
nalist is to curry favor, with those 
who are subjected to criticism, and 
hold them tiibutary by promises of 
keeping everything quiet. The only 
clients whom he serves are the office- 
holders and riegsters generally. Ev- 
ery town having two or more papers 
can boast of one of these characters, 
who ia glad to have his paper called 
the “official organ.” Such men and 
such papers are in favor of # stringent 
libel law, not becanse it affects them 
one way or the other, but because it 
is an obstruction in the path of their 
rivals,”

Mentor, Oh‘o, July 12. 

General Gurtield hus forwarded to 
Sewmutor Hoar, of Massachusetts, the 
following leiter of acceptance of the 
nomination tendered him by the Re- 
publican National Conven'ion: 

Mentor, Ohio, July 10, 1880.— 
Dear Sir: On the evening of the 8th 
of June last, I had the honor to receive 
frour you, in the presence of a com- 
mittee, of which you were chairman, 
the official announcement that the 
Republican National Convention at 
Chicago, hyd that day nominated me 
as their candidate for President of 
the United States. I accept the nom- 
ination with grititude for the confi- 
dence it implies, and with a deep 
gnse of the responsibi:ities it impos- 
es. [ cordially endorse the principles 
set forth in the platform adopted by 
the Cenvention on nearly all the sub- 
jects on ~Which it treats.

vast region in the eastern hemisphere. 
With its equatorial situation, and sur- 
rounded by some of the most gigantic 
mountains in.the moon, it muy have 
been, before its waters were stolen 
away, as tempestuous as its name im- 
plies. On the south of the Ocean of 
Storms projects a large bay of a@ re- 
markably green hue, which is called 
the Sea of Moisture, while on the 
noith the ocean runs into the narrow 
Bay of Dew. Then there is the Sea 
of Showers, the largest of the moon's 
seas, or sea bottoms. Between the 
Sea of Showers and that briliiant Ps 
tion of the moon called the Land of 
Hloar Fost, lies the Bay of Rainbows, 
which as the celebrated observers, 
Beer and Madler thought, furnishes 
the most magnificent landscape in the 
Fmoon. It is surrounded by lofty, shi- 
ning cliffs, In the centre of ihe moon 
are the Sea of Vapors and the Bay of 
‘tides. In the north are Piato, or the 
Greater Black Lake, the Sea of Gold, 
and the Marsk of Sieep, the latter be- 
ing remarkable for its reddish hue. In 
the east are the Sea of Serenity, the 
Sea of Tranquility, the Sea of Fertil- 
ity, the Sea of Nectar, and the dark 
Crisian Sea.

course my traducers can trathfully say 

I should have been just before being 

geherous—tbat it was not just to loan 

the mouey belonging to depositors un- 

less upon satisfactory security. This I 

admit. But who was to determine what 

was or what would prove to be satis- 
factory security? The circumstances 
attending the transactions at the time 
could only determine that. People 
vont Reno, asa rule, do not possess 

government bonds, nor farms, nor 
mills, nor printing presses, anil if they 
want a modest accommodation ut the 
bank they give such security as they 
possess, sometimes only their honor, 
and it remaius to be seen which class of 
securities will yield most to the ecredi- 
tors. The result of all this is that the 
bank bas loaned some $200,000 to the 
people of "Washoe county, mostly se- 
cured by mortgages or collatterals— 
some loaned on notes with indorsemert 
of persons considered good at time of 
loan, and some loaned without any se- 
curity. Some will pay because they 
cannot help it, others will pay because 
they believe in paying their hdnest 
debts, some could pay but will not and 
some would but cannot. Are the per- 
sens included in the latter class all 
“thieves and robbers?’’ If all per- 
sons are thieves and robbers who can- 
not pay their debts on demand then 
Reno is a den of thieves and robbers 
and I suspect there are other localities 
similary afflicted—-possibly Virginia City 
harbors a few. 

‘lo go into details of the causes which 
occasioned the closing of the bank 
would fill every column of your paper. 
I will therefore only cite a few, and say 
generally, that the bank loaned too 
much money and was unable to get it 
back on demand or to borrow money 6n 
the class of securities held by it. Con- 
siderable money is tied up in property 
which has proved unprofitable to the 
bank.

These statements can all be verified by 
the books of the Bank. Referring to 
Beck’s speech as published in the Ga- 
zette of July 7th, I will say brietly that 
every statement made by him was false, 
except that the Bank had suspemded 
and owed many people—-that some got 
a portion of their’s ont and others did 
not. Suppose Mr. Beck had been a 
creditor of the Bank instead of a debtor; 
suppose he had $10,000 in the Bank, 
aud [ went to him (believing him to be 
my friend) for advice, and after ex- 
plaining the situation it became appa- 
rent that suspension was inevitable, 
whut woald he have done? Would he 
have drawn it out or attached, or would 
he have been lideral enough to say: ‘Nou 
let it be, let some other creditors have 
it?’’ Anybody who knows Beck knows 
he would have been there before the 
uncles, even. No such conversation 
ever took place as mentioned by Beck 
between myself and Jno. Doliman or 
the widow or any other person: or per- 
sons. No \person ever came to our 
Bank with a claim whether due or oot, 
that was not promptly “paid. It is true 
the Manager used to growl a little at 
persons who deposited money in the 
Bank to draw interest and then after 
the money had been loaned out come 
and draw it without giving the thirty 
days notice to what we were entitled. 
If Mr. Beck's memory has not entirely 
deserted him he. will.remember the 
Manager growled at him some two years 


which he had agreed not to do without 
notice. If our Bank had insisted on 
the thirty-days rule it would probably 
have survived, at any rate it woald have 
lived some wonths longer. One other 
matter referred to by Beck, I feel in 
justice to myself, I must explain, al- 
though one of the parties is now dead 
and I had hoped no explanation would 
ever be necessary except in the Court.
